National teacher exams 

College seniors preparing to teach school may take 
the National Teacher Examinations on any of the 
four different test dates announced by Educational 
Testing Service 

Dates for the testing of prospective teachers are 
November i3, 1971, and January 29, April 8, and 
July 15, 1972. The tests will be given at nearly 500 
locations throughout the United States. 

Results of the National Teacher Examinations are 
used by many large school districts as one of several 
factors in the selection of new teachers and by several 
states for certification or licensing of teachers. Some 
colleges also require all seniors preparing to teach to 
take the examinations. The school systems and state 
departments of education which use the examination 
results are listed in an NTE leaflet entitled Score 
Users which may be obtained by writing to ETS. 

On each full day of testing, prospective teachers 
may take the Common Examinations which measure 
their professional preparation and general educational 
background and a Teaching Area Examination which 
measures their mastery of the subject they expect to 
teach. 

Prospective teachers should contact the school 
systems in which they seek employment, or their 
colleges, for specific advice on which examinations to 
take and on which dates they should be taken 

The Bulletin of Information for Candidates 
contains a list of test centers, and information about 
the examinations, as well as a Registration Form 
Copies may be obtained from college placement 
officers, school personnel departments, or directly 
from National Teacher Examinations, Box 911, 
Educational Testing Service, Princeton, New Jersey 
08540.

Those who would rather be set adrift than see the stupid mistrust and 
artimosity between two great peoples end, should be~in the Pacific 
Ocean. There must be, there ought to be and there can be an end to the 
polarization of the American peoples. Mere integration alone is not 
worth a Sudanese damn if the people live in slums, are out of work and 
appear as integrated starving vagabonds, drunk on the K Street Mall. 

e media has made much ado about the alienation of the two 
ma,ority races in the United States. This belief in the continuation of 
hostile racists at each others’ jugulars should not last forever, aye, it 
should not last betond twilight today. 

We should meet each other on a common ground, on a ground of 
peace, on a ground of warmth and a ground of sincere friendship; i.e., 
we should not allow our human experiences with other peoples to end 
when we leave Sacramento State College. Instead we should go into the 
wider community as comrades for it is beyond this campus, and 
thousands like it, where our coilective responsibility as human beings 
and brothers must be felt, honefully via the ballot boxes. 

We ought to go, it is our duty to for each unto his own house and 
advocate not simply the end of the American-Indochinese War, but we 
should argue too for the immediate demise of racism and thus end the 
need to exploit others in the United States. 

This would be a concrete step toward peace in the cities. The second 
great step would be to turn all racists and warmongers from public 
office and post KEEP OUT! at the entrances. 

However, defeating the incumbents in all branches of government who 
perpetuate the racism cancer and the terminal conditions which this 
entails is not enough. We ought to make certain that newly elected 
officials want the unnecessary and immature hate-fear to end, 
yesterday. Sincerely, it is not enough to call for an end to racism from 
one side of one’s mouth and then hint that the only Afro-American 
around has taken a Jousy Sony radio! 

Still, bringing the people of Sacramento together can and should start 
with the mayor moving, and the chief of police moving to beautiful 
downtown Oak Park. Hopefully, this would create a new interest in 
Saving this community per se, and insure police protection of Oak 
Parkers. 

Near James McClatchy Park, at 35th Street and Sth Avenue, the city 
ought to instigate a no parking policy for week ends, just as the city did 
in William Land Park, to ease the flow of traffic and insure safe passage 
of emergency equipment through the area. Finally, the city should seek 
money with which to finance and build a NEW AFRICA MALL or 
VILLAGE, a la Chinatown, on 35th Street 

Surely, Sammy Davis and James Brown would love to do a show 
which would benefit NEW AFRICA, and Governor Ronald Reagan 
would be the first to chip in with the $5,000 pay raise he received from 
those suckers, “The people of California” which he does not need. as a 
sign of good faith and a sign of interest in NEW AFRICA. If necessary, 
the mavor of Sacramento should request a loan (oft-times referred to as

Although an optimistic view is difficult to sustain, a liberal view 1s 
necessary ~indeed!—a liberal view is proper, as this reporter would 
enjoy an end to benign as well as overt racism in this generation, in this 
life. An end to misunderstandings and blatant mistrust between black 
and white is noble, but it is not as noble or as desirable as the 
solidification and the ultimate ascendancy of the Third World peoples 
in America. This is not intended as a curve, but as a fastball! 

Still, one can have a great deal of ethos pride and find racism 
ludicrous: racial pride, not racism should be our lament and we can end 


the polarization of the races, and live in Sacramento in 
PEACE... Don’t wait until I’m dead, or until you are dead to find 
same.

My first experience with Sacramento State’s new 
2.3 million dollar psychology building led to beliefs 
of gross misplanning. To begin with, it is stuck out in 
the far southern corner of campus; the journey being 
far enough away for one to get thoroughly soaked on 
rainy days or collapse from heat exhaustion on hot 
ones. There are no outside phones, not even for 
emergencies, the landscaping and sidewalks are not in 
yet, some walls and floors are not completed, 
painting is still in progress, the majority of the 
classrooms have no chairs or tables and much of the 
equipment has either not been received or has not 
been installed. 

However, investigation into the chaotic history of 
the structure shows poor planning is not the source of 
these problems but rather strikes and uncontrollable 
circumstances. The lack of phones are accredited to 
the telephone strike, the landscaping and sidewalks to 
the teamsters’ strike, the ceiling tiles and wall 
covering to the Railroad strike and the painting to a 
painters’ strike. The lack of chairs and tables are 
attributed to the fact that money was not released 
until the start of the fiscal year, July Ist, and under 
the present competetive bid system, which slows 
procedures, they were unable to have been ordered 
until August 20th. Also some of the chairs and tables 
} are made within the prison system- San Quentin and 
| Soledad to be precise—and production has been slow 
| due to the present unrest there 

The people in charge of coordinating the building 
have had t> play guessing games with the different 
monies allocated and corners had to be cut due to 
| inadequate funds in some areas. The entire history of 
ithe building almost sounds like a nationwide 
| CONSpiracy against its completion 
} With such obstacles to overcome, completion of 
Hany part of the building should be considered an 
j achievement but due to the conscientious efforts of 

people like Dr. Irl A. Irwin, who has been 
coordinating the building and its equipment from the 
| Start, it has turned into one of the most modern and 
} well equipped psychology buildings in California 
I (although partially incompleted at the present time) 

To list all of its qualities would take a reproduction 
of its blueprints for the only real discredit seems to 
|} be its incompletion. To start with it is the only 
building on campus to have all one-man offices for 
j the faculty (quite spacious ones at that). The building 
also contains or will in the near future, such modern 
facilities as: two closed-circuit television systems, a 
small lab computer, a physiological comparative lab, a 
completely equipped surgery room with attached 
observation room, a sound isolation room for sleep 
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research, enlarged and improved animal facilities with 
automatic cage washers and its own separate 
air-conditioning system (one of the three separate 
air-conditioning systems in the building). Also 
incorporated into the building is a new and vastly 
improved counselor training center with group 
training rooms as well as individual rooms. Most of 
these rooms are set up for one-way outside 
observation so a trainee may observe counseling 
without interfering with its progress. The student will 
also find such conveniences as: a student study room 
complete (someday) with reference books, individual 
research rooms for specialized work, many small 
group discussion rooms (most of which will be 
complete with audio and video equipment), advanced 
lab classrooms for experiments, some set up for group 
work and others with individual rooms for separate 
experiments with a larger main room for discussion of 
them. In one classroom the entire front wall is a 
one-way mirror set up for viewing another room, thus 
enabling an entire class to witness group encounters 

The building will also contain a completely 
equipped wood shop, metal shop and electronic shop 
which will supply equipment that was unable to be 
obtained due to a tight budget 

The location of this 5-story edifice, which will also 
house geography (with a new weather station) 
philosophy and sociology, also shows pre-planning| 
instead of misplanning In the early stages of design 
its location was moved so as to save the trees which 
are now in back of it. The fact that it is set out away 
from everything else is strictly temporary. The plan 
for the new student union building and a new library 
are in the same area and it is conceivable that this 
area will someday be the center of campus. 

Alter viewing the building I feel it is definitely an 
outstanding contribution to the college. Surely in 
years to come, both corrections and additions to it 
facilities will make it an invaluable asset which wil 
benefit all concerned with it. At the present time 
some inconveniences will have to be tolerated. Fo 
awhile some classrooms will have old chairs—some 
will have none. The faculty will have to endure its old 
office furnishings which are surely often inadequat 
and the students may from time to time encounte 
inconveniences until the building's completion. 

As for outside communications, rumor has it that 
Dr. Joseph Heller (Psychology Department Chairman 
has been spending late hours brushing up on hi 
morse code, hand, arm and leg signals. It seems 
office is in direct line of sight with the offices in the 
Science Building and until next month, when Ma Bell 
plugs in the building, strange things may be seen from 
the office windows of Sac State’ latest addition.

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Community services 


Community. Services grew out of 
the “Volunteer-Referral” Program 
Started at Sacramento State 
College last year. It was organized 
to aid students who desired to be 
placed in local social and welfare 
agencies. A large percentage of 
these students either were 
disillusioned with the volunteer 
“job” they were given in these 
agencies, or expressed a desire to 
work in group actions with other 
Students. As a result of these 
interviews, we in the Volunteer 
Referral Program (and 
consequently Community 
Services) decided to revise our 
organizational structure, goals and 
objectives. 

Community Services will now 
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provide the administration and 
coordination for a group of 
programs, most of which will be 
based upon bringing together the 
interest of student volunteers and 
the community needs for service. 
Along this line, three new 
programs will be started this year. 
Community Services, in 
cooperation with the 
Neighborhood Study Center, and 
the Education Department at SSC 
is sponsoring a Tutorial Program 
in low-income neighborhoods 
throughout the Sacramento area. 
Emergency Service Program was 
created to supply our local 
community with temporary 
volunteer aid. The Group Project 
Program will give student 
organizations an opportunity to 
become affiliated with a 
community agency of their choice 
in order to plan and coordinate 
group activities together. 

The development of these 
programs within Community 
Services will hopefully be 
accompanied by an increase in 
volunteer participation. But of 
course growth of programs is 
likewise dependent on the interest 
shown on the part of students. 
Therefore Community Services is 
attempting to develop flexible 
procedures to build programs and 
keep them as long as there is 
interest in them. 

In conjunction with the new 
organizational structure and plans 
for its operation, the goals and 
objectives of Community Services 
were defined in more detail as the 
following 

1. To provide students with an 
opportunity for meaningful and 
educationally relevant community 
and college involvement; 

2. To provide the community 
with significant and needed social 
service programs based on student 
volunteers, and 

3. To bring about constructive 
social change on both the personal 
and institutional level. 

Community Services attempts to 
achieve these objectives through 
the process of the following two 


stages: 
1. The identification of 
community institutional and 


student needs, interests, concerns, 
and problems which are not being 
constructively dealt with or 
responded to; and 

2. The development of programs 
which attempt to deal with these 
problems. 

Within this structure there 
remains the fundamental elements 
from which Community Services 
was born—a student humanistic 
Organization directed towards 
promoting some of the social 
changes needed to preserve—or 
possibly regain—a healthy human 
environment.

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Satisfactory Academic Progress 

Are you making satisfactory academic progress this spring? Jf not you 
may be drafted next fall. Continuation of a student’s II-S deferment 
depends upon his “satisfactorily pursuing a full-time course of 
instruction.” Unsatisfactory progress is a future II-S. 

The draft board must decide whether you made satisfactory progress 
during this academic year. Draft boards follow a key regulation that 
purports to lay down an iron-c lad definition of satisfactory progress: 
“A student shall be deemed to be ‘satisfactorily pursuing a full-time 
course of instruction’ when, during his academic year (i.e., the 
12-month period folloeing the beginning of a course of study), he has 
earned, as a minimum, credits toward his degreee which, when added to 
any credits earned during prior academic years, represents a proportion 
of the total number of academic years completed bears to the normal 
number of years established by the school to obtain such degree.” 
_Mercifully, this legalistic formula concludes with its own built-in 
illustration: “For example, a student pursuing a four-year course should 
have earned 25 per cent of the credits required for his baccalaureate 
degree at the end of his first academic year, 50 per cent at the end of 
his second academic year, and 75 per cent at the end of his third 
academic year.” 

Suppose, however, that you are several credits shy of 50 per cent at 
the end of your sophmore year. Can you be denied renewa! of your I1-S 
for your upcoming junior year? 


































































Another 
fun year 
underway! 


Sacramento State College, began 
its twenty-fifth year of instruction 
yesterday, opening the fall 
semester with up to 2,700 more 
students and some 51 fewer full 
time teachers than the college had 
a year ago. 

Dr. Duane Anderson, associate 
dean of students for Admissions 
and Records, estimated that some 
17,500 students would be 
enrolled by the college to allow 
the school to meet its full time 
equivalent student quota of 
13,770. The number of full time 
equivalent students is calculated 
by totalling all the units students 
sign up for and then dividing by 
fifteen, which is the average 
fulltime student unit load. 

Anderson said that some 
15,800 students were enrolled 
during the fall semester 1970 
which yielded a full time 
equivalent student enrollment of 
something under 12,000. 

SSC also moved into the new 
$2.4 million five-story Psychology 
Building, located south of the 
Music Building. The Psychology 
Building contains a three-story 
research element and will provide 
classroom space for 1,871 
students and office space for 94 
faculty menbers. The building 
houses four academic departments 


of the college: psychology, 
geography, philosophy, and 
sociology. 


Also slated for college this fall is 
a new Children’s Center, which is 
expected to accommodate 45 
children of SSC students. Purpose 
of the Center will be to provide 
day care for two to five-year-old 
children of students and to 
provide a training program in 
early childhood education for 


home economics students from 


the couege 

A new bicycle compound, 
designed to accommodate the 
increasing number of SSC cyclists, 
will also be constructed this fall 
near the Quad and adjacent to 
many of the central campus 
buildings, including the Library. 

Dr. Bernard Hyink, who is 
beginning his second year as 
President of Sacramento State 
College, announced to the faculty 
in a welcoming letter that a total 
of nine administrators will be 
beginning the new academic year 
in new jobs, appointments which 
have been made and announce 
since last spring. These include Dr. 
Harvey Reddick, Vice President, 
Academic Affairs, who was 
formerly Dean of the School of 
Arts and Sciences at Sacramento 
State College. The new Dean of 
Students is Dr. Norman M. Better, 
who comes from a similar position 
at the University fo California, 
Riverside. Dr. James Bosco, 
formerly a member of the faculty 
in physical education at San Jose 
State College, is new Chairman of 
the Division of Health, Phsical 
Education and Recreation at SSC. 
Dr. Thomas Carter, member of 
the United States Commission on 
Civil Rights in Washington D. C., 
will take over as new Dean of the 
School of Education. The new 
Director of the Educational 
Opportunity Program is David 
Clements, who has been program 
administrator of the Experiment 
in Higher Education at Illinois 
University. Dr. Donald Fuoss, 
professor of physical education at 
Middle Tennessee University in 
Murfreesboro, Tenn., is the new 
Director of Athletics. The 
Division of Nursing chairmanship 
has been taken over by Mrs. Mary 






Goldberg, who has been 
coordinator of the Master's 
Program in Nursing at Fresno 


State College. Dr. William Happ, 
visiting professor of engineering at 
the University fo Illinois and 
Operations Research Analyst for 
the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers, is new Dean of the 
School of Engineering. Dr. John 
Livingston, immediate 
past-chairman of the SSC 
Academic Senate and a veteran 
member of the faculty at the 
college, is Acting Dean of the 
School of Arts and Sciences. 

Sacramento State College will 
also offer two new academic 
majors in the fall. The first of 
these is the Environmental! Studies 
Undergraduate Program which 
will lead to a bachelor of arts 
degree. The A.B. in 
Enviornmental Studies involves 
the student in coursework ranging 
from biological and physical 
sciences, to mathematics and the 
social sciences field of economics, 
government, history, and 
anthropology. 

The newly-appointed director of 
the Enviornmental Studies 
Program is Dr. F. Wesley Jackson, 
who has been associate professor 
of biology and chairman of the 
Survival Studies Program at 
Kansas Wesleyan University. 

The second new academic 
program is and interdisciplinary 
major in Child Development 
which involves the departments of 


sociology, anthropology, 
psychology, speech, physical 
education, art, music, home 


economics, nursing. The graduates 
of this program are expected to be 
in popular demand in the 
operation of pre-school children’s 
centers and Headstart Programs.

Two-lane blacktop 


Let's make a road picture, they seem to be popular these days. It will 
be about two guys buming around the Southwest (got to have the 
Southwest. That's where Easy Rider and all the road movies take place) 
in a souped up Chevy earning bread by drag racing. 

We'll get Morte Hellman to direct it. Who is Morte Hellmen? He’s the 
one who made those existential westerns with Jack Nicholson. Have I 
ever seen any of his pictures? Of course not, stupid. No one has ever 
seen any of his films because they have never been released in the 
United States.

would have a basis in fact for terminating the defermant.” 

The Fourth Circuit by no means mandated that a draft board’s 
determination of satisfactory progress must @/ways be controlled by 
the school’s certification. Quite to the contrary, the Court was careful 
to pursue three semesters. rather to point out: “Even where the college certifies that the registrant is not 
fg as sophomores.

Nelson defects to Moscow , Idaho

Dr. Robert Nelson, hub of the 
longest, hardest fought tenure 
battle in last year’s series of such 
struggles, wili not be at 
Sacramento State College this fall. 
He resigned September 1. 

In November of last year the 
SSC Chemistry department denied 


Nelson tenure. Nelson took his 
case first to a grievance 
committee which upheld the 


department’s decision, and then 
to President Bernard Hyink who 
reversed the decisions of both the 
department and the grievance 
committee. This decision was the 
result of a six-month effort by 
both Nelson and The Students for 
the Retention of Robert Nelson 
against what they called 
intra-departmental jealousy. 

When Hyink’s decision came out, 
the chemistry department 
explained its position, “We believe 
that we made a professional 
judgment based on our training 
and practice in chemistry and 
teaching...We know we are not 
infallible, but we still believe we 
made the correct decision. We will 
cooperate fully with Professor 
Nelson and hope that he proves 
we were wrong.” 

In the quiet after the battle 
Nelson was hoping, “The wounds 
that have been opened during the 
past six months will now be 
allowed to heal and this 
department can get back to 
business as usual. Conditions 
within the department have been 
and continue to be difficult for 
us, but I look for brighter days 
ahead.” 

The days ahead didn’t get 
brighter. Nelson moved to 
Moscow, Idaho where he has a 
new position as visiting associate 
professor of chemistry at the 
University of Idaho. Then on August 8 
came the proverbial straw that 
broke the camel's back. On that 
Sunday afternoon, Nelson was 
supervising some work being done 
by graduate student, Kurtz 
Carpenter, with perchloric acid 
and perchlorate salts. There was an 
explosion which caused $125.000 
in damage, for which Nelson is 
held responsible by a good part of 
the Chemistry faculty. It was not 
long after the explosion that Dr. 
Nelson submitted his resignation. 

It seems then that the most 
successful tenure battle, in last 
year’s apparently unending series 
of them, has ended up much the 
same as the others. 

Other hiring and tenure battles 


last year included Professor John 
C. Leggett’s court battle against 
accused prejudicial hiring 
practices; the abortive attempt of 
the students and friends of George 
Smoot to have him rehired by the 
English department, and 
Anthropology professor Clark L. 
Taylor’s short struggle against this 
instititution’s stand on illegal acts 
(even when used as teaching aids). 

Early in the year, Professor 
Leggett of Berkeley fought a 
lenghty legal battle with SSC 
administrators in an effort to have 
reversed what he considered their 
illegal decision not to hire him for 
the fall semester. 

It was Leggett’s contention that 
administrators refused to hire him - 
because of certain political 
activities in which he had engaged 
at two universities where he had 
formerly taught. He further 
charged that two prominent SSC 
administrators had _ perjured 
themselves before the board of 
trustees in testifying about his 
past record. Leggett’s suit was 
unsuccessful. 

Smoot was soon to see the axe 
falling. Although he was 
well-loved and respected by his 
students, who had a concentrated 
effort to save his neck from that 
axe by circulating petitions and 
registering their disaproval of the 
English department’s proposed 
action, Smoot was simply not 
rehired at the end of a three™year 
contract. 

“Compelling evidence that a 
professor had smoked marijuana 
and passed marijuana cigarettes to 
others in his class.”’ led SSC 
administrators to suspend 
Professor Clark L. Taylor of the 
Anthropology Department for 
thirty days (pending a hearing) 
just prior to Christmas last year. 
Taylor, had been involved eariier 
in the year in the Gay Liberation 
Front’s (previously Society for 
Homosexual Fr:.dom's) struggle 
for official recognition by the 
college. 

Taylor sought to make his use of 
marijuana as a classroom tool a 
test for academic freedom 
However, with the controversy 
still unsetteled Taylor resigned 
saying "'l have left on a pilgrimage 
to take sacrments with menbers of 
the Native American Church.” 
Courts have ruled that American 
Indians belonging to the Native 
American Church in Nevada may 
legally use peyote as a part of 
their religious services
